Naturally all those changes are pretty 
hard on their hide, and none but bears 
can stand the strain. 
Nome furriers 
have tried the fox, the lynx and oilier 
anim als now and then at a venture, 
but they have mostly come back to the 
bear as the most saUsfactory of the lot. 
They cost more too. 
A good stuffed 
bear comes as high as $75. but lf be Is 
treated well he will last for twenty- 
five years, so that brings him down to 
a com paratively low price after all.”— 
New York Presa.

Dep­ 
uty Warden W ells pointed out that 
when roofers work on the building in 
daylight they pick out favorable w eath­ 
er and use every precaution. 
Cruse carried out the remainder of 
his plans with the sam e daring that 
characterized his passage as far as the 
gutter. H e moved along the gutter un­ 
til he w as directly ever the main of­ 
fices of the prison and In the glare of 
half a dozen electric lights.
